Mr. Howell 
contends that, just as native women are exempted’ from ap- 
pearing in Court,’ Europeans may be’ allowed the Privilege © 
of being tried by their own countrymen. His contention is 
quite untenable. The maxim of the English law that a man 
must be tried by his‘peers does not refer to the judge, but to 
the jary: It does not mean that a European’ criminal must 
be tried by‘a Buropean ‘judge, but. by jarors who are men’ 
of ‘the same position.
